will not now reftise to hearken to her prayers, on 
our behalf; seeing, in fine, (hat eveiy thing great 
and good is embodied in her life, it ia no wonder 
that they have at all times spoken with rapture of 
her spoUess excellence, and placed the strongest 
confidence in the elEcacy of her intercession. They 
fee! as children contending for the reverence due to 
a much-loved parent ; as gratelul beings testifying 
their acknowledgments to a constant benefactress ; 
_» Chrislians, speaking of the Mother of iheir God. 
u is not the growth of yesterday : 
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dfttes its origin from the vety infancy of Chrislisnily. 
It existed in the dungeons and deserts, whither, 
during three centuries, religion had lo fly for shelter, 
as vividiy ta it does now in the more than regal 
magnificence of the Vatican. Indeed, the language 
of the primitive martyrs regarding the Blessed Vir- 
gin, glows with a fervour miiich the most eloquent 
panegyrics of a later day have scarcely caught. 
St. Irenaeus, the great bishop of Lyons, who was 
instructed by Polycarp in all the sublime learning 
which (hat illustrious martyr received from the lips 
of the Evangelist St. John, hesitates not, in his ad- 
of the Mother of God, to assert, that as 
Eve, by her disobedience, destroyed herself and the 
whole human race, so Mary, by her obedience aod ■ 
rjwth, saved herself and the whole human r 
''111 the next centuiy, St. Gregory, of Neocaa 
■« prelate whose doctrine was ever held in the highe 
veneration by the most gifted Fathers of the Chris- 
^an Church, addressing the Blessed Virgin, breaks 
forth into the loftiest praises. " To ihee," he says, 
" most holy Virgin 1 all nature, whether in heaven, 
tm earth, or in hell, pays a due veneration and wor- 

I'fthip. I'bou art, truly, the cherub throne; thou 
the highest pinnacle of the heavenly 
palace. Through thee, full of grace I the holy and . 
consubstHnlial Trinity is manifested to the 
Grant that we, also, may become partaker 
thee of thy perfect grace. "t But listen yet 1

previous used at the present day. " Have pity ou 
Tis," he exclaims, " un us who are defiled by ihe 
filth of sin, who have offended om God, our 
Creator, and our Judge. Let not Satan triiunph 
over us. We have no other hope but in thee. To 
thee, Lady ! were we devoted from our mother's 
arms ; thy clients have we ever been. For thou, O 
apotless Vhgin ! art our haven in slorm — our help 
in necessity. We cast ourselves tmder thy prolec- 
lion ; we fly imto thee 4done, humbly entreating that 
thy most loving Son, our Saviom: and Life-giver, 
will not cut us off for our sins, nor, like a devouring 
lion, seize on our wretched souls, nor destroy us 
as the barren fig-tree."* 

These heartfelt petitions to the Mother of God, 
which are but specimens of the language employed 
by the Fathers, will surely convince any unpreju- 
diced mind, that in the earliest ages of Christianity 
the some veneration for the holiness, and dignity, 
and trust in the maternal tenderness of Mary, was 
felt as strongly as by the Catholics of later ages. 
But if this could be questioned, a ciicomatance re- 
corded in the ecclesiastical annals of the century in 
which St. Ephrem lived,WQuldremove every doubt. 
When a stupid sect of fanatics, called Collyridians, 
presumed to worship the Blessed Virgin with extra- 
vagant honours, deifying her, in fact, and appointing 
women to offer sacrifices at her altar, the prelates 
t that day, though they execrated and anathema- 
d the impious temerity of lliose wretched here-

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~6ea, took care to guard against any inMngenient 
of the lawful veneration everywhere paid to the 
Blessed Virgin. St. Epiphanius, for instance, far 
from imitaling the language of modern sectarians, 
first explains the doctrine of the Church, which 
declares that the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost are to be adored, hut that Mary is to be 
honoured, and more than any of the other SMnts; 
end having laid it down asanincontrovertibledognia, 
that it was as impious to pay her extraragonthonovtr 
as to deny her that which was justly due, he pro- 
ceeds to addresa her in rapturous terms. He calls 
her the throne, the heaven, the temple of God ; he 
afSrms, that if we evcept God, she is superior to 
all ; that by her, men became angels ; ihat by her, 
the cross shone resplendent throughout the earth ; 
that by her, death was tramjiled under foot; that 
by her, idolatry was destroyed, and the knowledge 
of heaven attained.* 

But striking as these passages must appear, pas- 
sages which might be multiplied a hundred-fold ; 
containing, as they do, expressions more startling to 
those who dissent from our faith, than any used by 
us at present, (for the Fathers had no reason to 
dread that their words would be tortured into a 
sense which they never intended) ; yet the venera- 
tion paid to the Blessed Virgin will he still more 
convincingly learned from the excitement and in- 
dignation of Cbrislians whenever any of her pre- 
rogatives were impugned. In the commencement 
of the fifth century, Nestorius, the eloquent hut 
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shaJlaw-niiudedPatrinrchol'Coiistaiitiuople, fancied, 
ihat aa there are two natures in Christ, so there 
must be two persons ; and that consequently, Mary 
was the niotiier merely of the human person, de- 
priving her thereby of the most glorious title of 
Mother of God. But tliia error, go revolting to 
the piety of Christians, and to their veneration lor 
the Blessed Virgin, was no sooner broached than it 
was denounced even in his own church, and to bis 
very fece. And, notwithstanding the power of his 
eloquence, the influence of his station, and the sup- 
port of a corrupt court and a weak sovereign, it met 
the fate of ajl heresies. Bishops from every part 
of the Christian world assembled at Ephesus, to 
pronounce a fonnal judgment regarding it, and on 
the day of their meeting, the inhabitants of that 
great city, casting aside every other occupaticm, 
waited with intense anxiety to learn the result of 
their deliberations; and no sooner was it ascertained 
that Nestorianism was condemned, and Mary, in 
conformity with the imiversal belief, procl^med 
Mother of God, than shouts of exulta^on hurst 
from the assembled multitude, and illuminations 
and rejoicings testified the deplh of their devotion 
to their ever-glorious patroness. And, in more re- 
cent times, whenever arrogant men, setting up 
their own vapid conceits against the belief of 
Christendom, sought to persuade the world that 
the honour of the Rodeemer could not be secured 
without strippiug his Mother of the respect which 
all ages had paid her, the Church, jealously care- 
ful of the rich deposit of faith intrusted 
keeping, and solicitous (or a continued 
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of her lo whom, after God, it felt indebted for the 
lustre of holiness which beams around it, took oc- 
casion even from the efforts of error to testify, in a 
for 



Mary, by niuJliplying fesiivals in her honoi 
inslitutiiig and encouraging forms of di 
such 03 the admirable combination of mental and, 
vocal prayer, called the Rosary. 

Against such pious exercises, the enemies of 
ligion have uniformly directed their most bitter 
vectives, and what is more surprising, there haVEi' 
been found individuals who, acknowledging that the 
Cathohe veneration of tJie Virgin Molher is not 
the idolatrous and superstitious practice which so 
many Protestants consider it, yet permit them--' 
selves to talk slightingly of such prayers as the K""^" 
sary ; and with an ossumplion of superior wisdom- _ 
an assumption which would he ludicrous if it wen" 
not lamentable — pretend to despise the pious indi- 
Tiduals who enrol themselves into a society formed 
to reuite and perpetuate that excellent form of 
prayer. Prom the senseless sneers of such per- 
sons, the Kosary, and the confraternities attached 
to it, shall be vindicated, when it is first shown that 
the Catholic veneration for the Blessed Virgin, 
and confidence in her intercession, deserve not the 
aspersions so fre<^uent]y flung out against them. 

In this OS in every other controversy, our 
Church has to complain that her tenets are cruelly 
misrepresented. Instead of learning our doctrine 
from those best able to explain what it really is, 
namely, fiom Catholics themselves, our opponents 
invent a creed for us; insisting in deapiti 










every discluiuier, that we btiHcve tiie absurdities 

and blasphemies whicli they so uharitably impuw, 

Thus we we gravely assured, ili 

idolatrous worship to tlie saints, and adore 

Virgin as a goddess ! 
The reproach is aa false as it is insulting. 

I&lholic Church considers the saints, howe' 
as mere worms when <^uutrasled wilh 
ly. She loudly proclaims, that Uieir glory 

It darkness, their virtue but a speck, their 

DJect lowliness, in comparison with him nho iS 
Ha Sun of Justice, the unspotted Lanib, the 
God al whose sinj^le wish myriads of worlds 
■prung into existence, She declares that the holi- 
»t and greatest of all created beings, the spotless 
'^^i^iii, whom the messenger of heuven saluted as 
one filled with the most prGcions treasures of the 
Almighty ;* the glorious Mother of Cod, whom 
aU generations have, aye, and in desjiite of cvety. 
cahinmy, shall to the end of ihan call blea»> 
ed ; it is our imvaryiiig doctrine, that even this 
wonderful woman is but a creature, and consequent' 
ly immeasurably and inconceivably inferior to her 
Son and Creator. Nay, tlie Church is as ready 
to-day as it nas in the fourth century, to cast &om 
her bosom any fanatic who could be senseless 
enough to pay divine honours to Maty. True it is, 
thai, notwithstanding this belief, we still religious- 
ly reverence the saiuls, and more especially the 
Mother of the Redeemer. But is it not rational 
that we should ? ,\re not tokens of respect giveii 
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(o, uid even exacted by those who are inveateA 

wilt any worldly dignity ? Do not the sturdy in- 
dividuals who mould scorn to I'everence mere 
power, bend almost inatinetively before the sage, 
the hero, or the ])atriot ? Do not the proudest 
nobles of the laud respectfully bow even to the 
vacant throne ? And if tbia reverence be unheai- 
talingly yielded to the passing greatness of this 
earth, nay to its empty emblems, are we to be 
told that we act superstitiously and idoiatrously 
because we venerate ihe friends of our God, the 
princes of heaven, the royal race whose crowag 
are imperishable, men who poured forth their liTe^ 
blood to transmit to us pure and unsullied tlM!_ 
truths, without which existence would be 
or who taught us by their glorious example halF^ 
every virtue may be cultivated, every tempCatioa'; 
overcome, how life may be brightened by all thc, 
boliuess of the Gospel, and the darkest clouds (^ 
death lit up into dazzling splendour by tlte £na 
hope of those rich rewards which God has reseTve4 
for unshaken fidelity in the observance of his pre- 
cepts !* 

Ib it an answer to assert, that civil reverence 
may, but that religious veneration must not be 
given to any created being ? What ! is not vene- 
ration a tribute of respect paid to some pre-emi-< 
neuce in rank or in worth r* Is not the suurcs 
from which it springs, the dignity, wisdom, or vir- 
tue of tbe individual to whom it is tendered ? 
The more eminent that dignity, wisdom, or virtue, 
the greater, consequently, the veceralion. Hence 
arise the different degrees of veneration; which

s may, if you will, receive diflerKit n 
Thus aa civil rank ia inferior lo moral or iutellec- 
tual excellence : we pay the magistrate or noble less 
heartfelt respect, than we give ihe patriot, who 
preserved the liberties of our country, or the a^e, 
who adorned it with the liistie of his genius. But 
as the dignin and holiness and mental grandeur 
lo which God has been pleased to raise his saints, 
are pre-eminently superior to whatever can be 
found in this life, we, in humble and grateful re- 
verence for the gifts of God, yield to those great 
beings a much higher degree of respect than to 
any individual still subject to sin and misery, i 
And when any of the saints partake yet mora j 
lat^ely than others in the favours of their Creator, 
(for there are different degrees of excellence even 
amongst the saints), our respect is proportionally 
increased, as is the case with regard lo ihe Blessed 
Virgin. Now, if this he proper, and assuredly 
common sense dictates that it is ; if this be allow- 
able, it matters not much by what appellation you 
call it, whether you term it civil or religious vene- 
ration 

But, do we not read in the Apocalyjjse, (c. xix.) 
that when St. .John atiempied lo worship the angd 
who appeared to him, that heavenly messenger 
Biricily forbade him, desiring him worship God ; 
therefore, conclude our opponents, it is imlawfnl 
to worship an angel. I 

Now, how does that follow, if St. John, from 
the splendoiu' which surrounded him, mistook the 
angel for God himself, as it is said he attempted 
to udure him ? How does it follow, if the angel. 
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iwereaang the heroii^ viriues mid euiineut dignity 
of the evangelist, would not suffer profound luarke 
of submisaive res^iect to be tendered liy one so 
highly exalted. Neither of these suppositions ia 
absurd, whereas the froteataut inference from the 
text is utterly so ; as mainliuning that the worship 
of angels and saints ia superstitious and derogatory 
to the honour of God, nay condemned by the 
first commandment, it yet holds, that St. John, the 
beloved disciple, the vii^in who imbibed wisdom 
from the bosom of the Redeemer, the teacher of 
the Churches of Asia, the apostle, the martyr, 
and the prophet, was so ignorant of the precepli 
of his religion, that[owa.rds the end of Lis gloriow 
career he tendered a superstitious aud, as somA 
,Ierm it, an idolatrous worship to an asgel. Does 
not every pious mind revolt at so gross a charge 
against the illustrious apostle? But this is not 
SB. Having learned, as our opponents will have 
it, that the reverence he was tendering was imlaw? 
ful, does St. John profit of the information ? 
Far from it. A short time afterwards, as wa read 
in the last chapter of the Apocalypse, he repeals 
the act, and again sullies himself with an act of 
superstition, if not of idolatry, superadding the 
guilt of obstinacy. Is it not evident from the ab- 
surdity of all this, that St. John's inference Jroui 
the words of the angel, was very different from 
that of modem sectarians ; and that, notwithstand- 
ing tliose words, he deemed it quite lawful 
homage of respect, such as Abraham* and Josue't- 
had exhibited ages before hiin I* 
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What then, it may be asked, does Su PaOt 
laean, when he warns the Coloasians against allow-. 1 
ing themselves t« be seduced into volunlaiy hurai- I 
lily and the religion of angels ? 

Conijiilt history, and yoit will fiud, that i 
very days of the apostles there were heretics who had 
the impious leinerity to assert, that this world was 
create by angels and not by God; and that ifae- . 
Deity was loo^ exalted to bestow any attention oaj 
bein^ so inferior in nature as men : hence, thaA 1 
prayers should not be oifered to God, but to those 
angels. This was the I'alse humility and worship 
of an^ls condemned by the apostle. DaUle, one 
of the ablest of Protestant i:ontroversialista, ac- 
knowledges that the text refers not to our doctrines, 
bat lo some superstitions of the limes.* The 
pasaage, indeed, aSbrds one amongst innumerable 
proofs of the necessity of estensive knowledge, 
and consequently of the incapability of the larger 
portion of monkind tu understand the Scriptures 
aright, alluding, as they constantly do, to customs, 
opinion!', and errors, which, if not quite forgotten, 
can be ascertained or guessed at only by th» 
learned. J 

The doctrine of the Catholic Church, recotn-» 1 
mending its children lo testify respect towardgt 1 
°*" "' friends and faithful servants — a doctrine set f 
>u and lo the common sense o£ i 
ikind — has been the doctrine of Christians I 
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rrom the earliest ages. Thebestiufonned 

our opponents admit, that it existed in the fourth 
century ; the Tory period in which the virtues and 
talents of Athnnasius, of Basil, of Gregory, of 
Hilaiy, of Ambrose, and of a host of the greatest 
Fathers of the Church, sbed an iuperishable 
splendour aroimd the Christian name. It re- 
qoired, however, not a little boldness to ascribe 
the commencement of this doctrine to a period 
so lata even as tie fourth centniy. 8t. Justin, 
the Martyr, who suffered in the century after 
the death of Christ, in a formal account of 
the tenets held by Cfaiistiaus, addressed to the 
emperor Antoninus Pius, expressly declares that 
" we worship and adore God the Father, and thft 
Son, who came and taught us these things ; 
also his band of followers and ibe good angels 
and we worship them by words and deeds, 
we ourselves have been taught and instructed." — 
Apol. ii. Here, in the very first work in which we 
have anything like a systematic account of the 
Christian religion, is this veneration of the saints 
put forward in even stroager terms than we em- 
ploy at the present day. In ibe next century, St. 
Cyprian, who was beheaded in the year 258, writes 
Irom the place of his exile to his priests at Car- 
thage, bidding them note down the days in which 
any of the confessors should die in prison, that 
their anniversaries might be celebrated with the 
honours always paid to ihosft of the martyrs, 
proofs, that what the Fathers of 
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flu fbnrth ceutuiy confessedly believed, ' 
tand &iicy of their own inveulJDR, but a tenet 1 
which they could trace up through the two pre- 
ceding centuries, eren to the days of the apostles. 
But Catholics not only honour the saints, they 
also address prayers to them, "and in Ihis," 
uy our adversaries, "they act, if not idolatrously, 
at least in a manner derogatory lo the merits and 
mediatorship of the Redeemer." 

Now, it is absolutely impossible for any settari- 
he Ihey who they may, lo ascribe more efficacy 
those merits and that mediatorship, than the , 
Liholic Church does. She declares, that then i 
no other means under heaven by which man ' 
he saved ; that but for them, every descendant 
of Adam would be eternally ruined ; that so far 
iiom the saints helping us independently of them, 
Ihey are the very sotirces whence the saints derire 
Aeir holiness and their influence with the Re- 
If, then, a Catholic asks the prayers of 
the saints, it is not that he expects that these ex- 
.tited beings can of themselves afford him any 
neither is it that he would blasphemously 
ibule lo them n degree of compassion and mer- 
not found iu the Saviour. It is, that he believes, 
1, unwatped by prejudice, will vin- 
dicate the belief — that God will grant to the peti- 
dona of his faithful servants what he may refuse to 
one who has oiTended him. It is, that though he 
willingly acknowledges the boundless mercy of the 
God of goodness, he cannot foi^et that he is also 
a God of jusrice, and, therefore, like the penitent 
lublicon, he kneels at a distance from the thrane__ 




I spirits resplendent with tlie effulgeticy shed 
them by the es-er-during love of God, hopmg 
they may induce the great Mediator to blol out hy 
his msrits the stains of [heir sins. Is this deroga- 
tory lo the Redeemer ? When a criminal entreats 
the friends of his sovereign to exert their influence 
in oblaining his pardon, does he act injuriously or 
disrespeclfully towards the monarch ? Does he 
not, on the conimry, testify his reverence much 
more emphatically than if he were to seek it of him- 
self ? But what need of arguing ? Protestants 
themselves allow, as is indeed manifest from the 
Scriptures, that we may request the prayers of 
God's friends while ihey remain on earth ; and if 
thb be not derogatory to the merits and mediation 
of Chris)., by what process of reasoning can it be 
shown, that it isderogatoiy to ask it of those same 
pei'soDS when removed from tlte evils of this Uffl, 
and placed amongst: the just for evermoreP 
sum up all, the Catholic doctrine is precisely Ihi 
we believe, that unless by the merits of Christ, i 
one was or can be saved ; that, utJess through the 
mediation of Christ, no one was or can be saved. 
But we maintain, that some means are necessary to, 
obtain that mediation and the application of thosa 
merits ; else pravers of every deacriptiMi, and even 
faith iiself, wodd be superititous. Now, we hold 
that the prayers of God's assured inends ore 
much more likely to obtain that mediation and 
that application, than the prayers of those who are 
still subject to sin and misery.

Martyr, be^;ing of him to intercede for thBtfl 
common country. We find 8i. .lohn Chryaostom, I 
in his forty-fifth sennon on St. Meleiiua, exhorting I 
all, magistrates and people, to pray to the saint ^ 
thai their charity might be increased. We fini' I 
St. Ambrose, in the ninth chapter of his book on 
Widows, declaring that out guardian angels are to 
be invoked. And to conclude the list, we find the 
six hundred Fathers of the Council of Chakedon, 
in the eleventh aeljon, exclaiming, " Flavian lives 
after death: may the martyr pray for us !" '1 

If any other proof were wanted of the belief oD'fl 
the invocation of saints, professed by the andenfl 
Church, the history of Vigilantius would fumidi' 7 
one that is unanswerable. In the year 404, tbu J 
individual began to dogmatise, asserting, among j 
other eiTors, that it was unlawful to pray lo Ihe j 
saints. St. Jerome instantly denotmcedhis opinioir J

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us heretical, and urged against him the very btt 
gumenia which CathoJics employ at present. Vi- 
gilantiU3 was expelled from the Church ; and so 
much at variance were his tenets with the general 
belief of Christendom, that he found no followers, 
Kven the Kestorians and Eutychians, who soon 
afterwards separated from the Church, with an 
enmi^ which attacked every tenet they deemed 
vulnerahle, never bieathed a intirmur a gains i the 
invocation of saints. Indeed Luther himself did 
not hesitate to declare, that he held, with the whola 
Church, that the saints were lo be honoured and 
invoked. 

When we have proved the truth of our tenets, 
regarding the honour and invocation of the saints, 
we have established the Caiholie doctrine regard- 
ing the Blessed Virgin. We undoubtedly pay a 
much higher degree of honour to the Mother of 
God than to any other saint; because this honour 
is a tiibute rendered to the worth or stadon of an 
individual, and die Blessed Virgin possessed more 
unsollied virtue, and is more highly exalted, than 
any other created being. But though differing in 
d^ree, the honour tendered to the Blessed Vii^in 
and to the saints, fa the same in nature. Hence 
the proofs of the one demonstrate the other. 

But are not the addresses to the Blessed Virgiq 
sometimes used by Catholics and iuseited in books 
of devotion, too enthusiastic, and if taken iu a 
literal sense, must they not be considered extra- 
vagant, and calculated to alienate the minds and 
ahock the prejudices of Proteslanis ? 
t more so ihun those sanctioned b 




est aud most illustrioiis Father^! ol' the Churcli ; 
by men who lived at a period when the voice of 
the aposUea was aa yet ahiiost reaoundiug in the 
of the faithful. Did not Sl Irenteus declare 
that Mary saved the human race, although the as- 
if understood in a strictly literal sense, 
would he false and blasphemous i* Did St. Gre- 
guiy Thaumaturgu!) hesitate to proclaim, that it 
was through Mary the Trinity was manifested to 
the world ? Do we not find St. Ephrem declaring 
that we have no hope but in her ? Are not such 
expressions even more enthusiastic than any insert- 
ed in our books of devotion ? But, in trath, 
when the mind is enlarged hy the contemplation 
of dazzling excellence, or the heart swells with 
gratitude and love, it spurns a cold, critical at-. 
tention to the literal propriety of expression. 
£uld and animated figures furnish the natural lan- 
guage of admiration and of the afiections. Even 
in ordinary life we thank a hesefaclor, and express 
fondness lor those we love, in terms which, if 
closely scrutinised and nicely weighed, wonld ap- 
pear extravagant, if not ludicrous. Yet what 
parent in the endearment between hun and his 
child, what affectionate child in testifying its love 
for a tender father, would stop to examine whether 
fab language could stand the test of criticism P 
And con we who believe that Mary was more than 
a mother to us in fondness and alfection ; who feel 
persuaded that she ever prays for us wiUi untiring 
eoUcitnde; who are lost in admiration at the height 
of her gloty, and dazzled with the unclouded 
effulgoncy of hor virhics ; who, above all, know 



her lu Le the vury Mother of our God and Re- 
deemer ; fan we possibly find in the most inipaa- 
stoned langnage terniBsufficiently glowing toexpresa 
0111 sentiments of admiration and love ibr this most 
wonderful of cre&tutes ? Do ne not consider all 
our words tame and cold in comparison with those 
we shoitld employ, could hutuan language supply 
them ? Do we not wish for the coal of fire c 
from beneath the throne of God, lo touch our lips, 
as it did those of Isaias, that we may speak 
worthily of Mary ? Or are we every moment to 
place fetters on our affections, and to weigh all 
OUT words before we give ihem utterance, lest, for- 
sooth, we may offend the religious sensilireness of 
those who think proper lo quarrel with a practice 
so consonant to the best dictates of nature P 
Enough is it for a Catholic to be at all limes ready 
lo proclaim his Tjelief that the Mother of God, 
however sublimely exalted, is still immeasurably 
inferior to her Son and Redeemer. Enough is i(, 
that in the most formal terms he scouts as impious 
every idea of giving to Mary the honour due lo 
God alone. Enough is it, that he assures you, 
that much as he may love and admire the lender- 
nesa and perfections u( ihis glorious Virgin, he 
knows full well that they are but an emanation — 
oh 1 how feeble in the comparison — from the 
boimdless holiness, the infinite mercy of the God 
whom we adore ! When he declares that such is 
his bel'ef you cann I juarrel with the energy and 
warmth with vth ch he addi'esses the most gifted of 
God's Teatures vilho it losing sight of the mosi 
obvio s ma\tms of common sense, the mosl sim- 
ple ri 1 hi go cr 1 e am of language. 
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e forms of de\'otion to the litessed Vi# 
e Rosacy recommends itself by its pecui 

■ of mentirl 
I prayer. The ailenlion is recalled 
from the distracting cares of life, and directed 
heavenwards hy the recital of one of those stu- 
pendous and incomprehensible acts of lore which 
the Man-God displayed towards us, or of the he- 
roic virtues and sublime dignity which he has be- 
stowed on his Virgin Mother. And when the bet- 
ter feehn^ of nature are touched, and the mind 
lifted from the grovelling piu^uits of earth, and 
lie heart laid open for eveiy salutary impression, 
then ia the petition taught hy the Redeemer him- 
self, poured forth before the throne of mercy, and 
the ever-hlessed Virgin is repeatedly entreated lo 
intercede for us with hci Son, that we may obtain 
the objects of that petition, as well as every other 
blessing: the prayer concludes by glorifying tl 
three Persons of the Godhead, and thus profess 
ing our faith iu the leading tenet of Chrisciani^ 
In this there is nothing over-refined or farfetchei i 
It is suited to the capacities of all. The Christian 
philosopher has delighted in its simple beauty ; 
and the poor negro slave has solaced many a 
weary hour hy reciting it, and thinking over the 
glad tidings it announces — that those who are 
despised and trampled under foot hy the lawless 
wantonness of jiower, are dearer far to the Re- 
deemer than the haughty and unfeeling tyrant j 
that the path of suiferings, hallowed by the foot- 
steps of a God, is the path to a glorious throne; 
d^Mdig^s^ world beyond ihe grave, where 






dte injustice of this shall cease, nnii 
immortal effulgency, and rubea of unfading li^t, 
and torrents of inebriating rapture, he the eternal 
reward of those who, in meek I'esignadon to the 
diapeusutions of their heavenly Father, have horns 
patiently the afflictions of this short and at heal 
miserable existence. 

No wonder that such a form of prayer should 
have spread throughout every kingdom of the 
globe. No wonder that even' Catholic worthy of 
the name, takes care to teach it to his children, 
and recites it every evening in the bosom of his 
family. No wonder that during the laat six centu- 
ries, countless millions have enrolled themselves m 
the association whose object it is to repeat this 
prayer, and to leam from it lessons of the purest 
and most exalted virtues. No wonder that the 
Church, exulting in their devotion, and consoled 
amidst the deluge of iniquity that almost covers 
the earth, by their regular attendance at the 
sacraments, their zeal for religion, their fraternal 
;}iarity and unfeigned humility, should have pro- 
ily bestowed on them the treasures of merits 
" " 1 to her keeping, by granting them num- 
indulgenees; or that to their prayers she 
one of the most signal victories of modem 
limes, the victory which, at Lepanto, broke down 
the power of tlie Mussulman, and hindered tite 
blind and sensual superstition of Mahomuied fitun 
e&cing every trace of civilisation and piety on ths 
earth. 

True it is, that such associations Jiave been as- 
sailed by the conceited folly which mistakesj 
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observation and crude 
It and philosophical discover}'. True it 

bcadit and scapulars, the Iwdgea of those who 
enrolled in ihe society of the Rosarj-, have 
been con«dered fit subjects for Uie pointless sar- 
of narrow-ioinded witlings. But it was 
ever ihus wiiJi all that ia most intimately intec; 
woven with religion. The all-saving cross ' 
mu) folly to the short-sighted conceit of this n 
Tes ; and that same world, in llie insolence of 
brutal wit, flung the garment of a fool around lift 
eternal Wisdom of the Father ! Did a presump- 
tuous scofler possess the spirit of true philosophy 
-—of philosopliy which derives its deductions not 
ftom fanciful theories, but from a patient investi- 
gation of the wants and aspirations of human na- 
ture — he would perceive, that the sluggishness of 
Bien even in the best pursuits, requires to be sli- 
nutnted by the powerful md of example and as- 
•ociation ; that the majority of mankind never did 
snd never t-an understand mere abstractions; that 
they stand in need of forms and sensible helps to 
devotion, and that the Church, like the apostle, 
must become all lo all, to gain all to Christ. 
Had those who sneer at the scapular, listened lo 
the voice of experience, they would have learned 
how often it has pievenlcd ilie perpetration of 
how often it has ser^'ed as a second and, 
strange as the fact may appear, a more irresistible 
conscience. Mony could relate how, when about 
to yield to temptation, tliac sacred badge, resting 
on their bosoms, suddenly recalled their religious 
feelings, and hushed the slonn of passion whicli,< 
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was threalemng their deslniclion. But Uiose ao- 
cietiea aud their emhleins have ii much 
lid support than any reasoning of mine. They 
are approved and blessed by tlie Church of Christ. 
That Chiii'ch, whose wisdom is as far superior to 
the shallow sophistry of the self-called philosopher, 
iis heaven is above the earth. And the names of 
such gifted men as a Charles Borromeo, a Francis 
of Sales, a Vincent of Paul, a Bossuet, a Fene- 
lon, a Pascal, enrolled amongst their members, 
prove liat the judgment of the Church is in ac- 
cordance with the sentiments of the real philoso- 
pher; of those philosophers who live for the be- 
nefit of their race, and who, when departing from 
this worid, leave the moral horizon illmninated 
and beautified by the lustre of their esaraple. 
Undoubtedly those societies are not indispensable 
lo reUgion. The Church existed before them, 
and would continue to exist, were they (o cease on 
lo-roorrow. Yet they are (he outworks of the 
faith. They mantle and shelter the venerable 
building, while they are memorials of its antiquity. 
And at a period like tJie present, when the infidel 
spirit of this world, avaihng itself of those con- 
vulsions in society which seem the throes of some 
new state of mankind, seeks to wrest them to its 
own unhallowed purposes, it behoves every Catho- 
lic to come manfiUly forward, and make no tmholy 
compromise, nor yield a. foot of that vantage ground 
on which be stands, nor siiller a profane hand tfl 
lotich a single ornament that beautifies the ever- 
lasting Church of Christ. 

But why address such admonitions to Irish

she caught his dying look, as it struggled through 
the blood streaming from the wounds with which 
hia venerable brows were furrowed, to behold for

Ihy of his regard in a world wtfch bad re- 
lied him wilh such base ingi-atitude. Yea ; wheu 
mind the conaolation, the lesHons, the 
we have received through the instrmnental- 
it^ of Mary ; that she has been to us b parent, a 
gmde, an intercessor; how can we refrain fi-om 
encouraging and applauding those who, day after 
day, testify their veneratjon for this exalted 
woman ? How can we restrain the h3p]>y impulse 
which prompts ns to joiii our voitea with iheira in 
aplishing the prophecy, that all generations 
et^ her blesaed ? Amidst the wildest storm* 
flie long and dreary night of persecution which 
our native land, the voice that pro- 
Isimed the excellence of Maiy and sought her 
intercession, was never hushed. The beads wei* I 
grasped in hands from which every other earthly j 
possession was torn. And well did she repay that 
imshaken fidelity. To her intercession, under 
God, are we indebted for the preservation of the 
priceless treasure of faith, through many a dis- 
astrous struggle; and now that the tempest has 
past by, may the day perish in which Catliolic 
Ireland will forget its gratitude to thee, thou ever 
glftfions Virpti ! or cease to transmit from gene- 
mtion to generation, an ardent love for thy tender- 
ness — the deepest veneration for thy spotless 
sanctity !

Why is it called ihe Rosary ? 

Because, like a choice and well-arranged col- 
lection of the sweetest flowers, it is supposed to 
present to the pious soul in the prayers and medi- 
tations of which it is composed, all that is mott J 
beautiful and iragraut in devotion. ^k 

What was its origin i* I 

It was inatiiuted by St. Dominick more thai^ 
sis hundred years ago, when the wicked sect of 
the Albigenses were propagating the moat revolting 
doctrines agamst many adorable mysteries of re- 
demption, and were outraging the venerated name , 
of the blessed Mother of God. To c 
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e malignant efforts of t]iese heretics, St. Dotui- 
nii;k exhorted the Ikithfiil to frequent meditation on 
the thief events in the history of our Saviour's 
life, auHerings, and triiunphs, and to honour and 
invoke the Blessed Virgin. And to furnish them 
with an easy and practical method of adoring the 
Blessed Trini^, contemplaling the priucipal mys- 
teries of redemption, and imploring the interces- 
aion of the holy Virgin, he composed the popular 
Catholic devotion which is called the Euaarj-. 

Into how many parts is the Rosary divided ? 

Into three. The first contains five meditations 
on the life of Jesus Christ ; namely, on the An- 
nunuiation, the Visitation, the Nativity, the Prer 
sentation, and the Finding in the Temple. These 
are called the Joyful Mysteries. 

The meditations of the second part ai'e on fiva 
mysteries of the Passion and Death of Jesus 
Christ; namely, on the Prayer and Agony in the 
Garden, the Scourging, the Crowning with Thorns, 
ihe Carrying of the Cross, and the Crucifixion. 
These are called the Dolours, or Sorrowful Myste- 
ries. 

The third part contains five meditations on the 
triumphs of Jesus Christ, and of his hlessed 
Mother; namely, on the Resurrection, Ascension, 
Descent of the Holy Ghost, the Assumption of 
the Blessed Virpn into Heaven, and her Coronation 
therein, These are named the Glorious Mysteries. 

At each mystery, the Lord's Prayer i

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Wby is the same prayer repealed so ofMn i* 

First, ihrough the earnest desire i 
. the object of our petitions. Secondly, 
imitation of our Saviour, who, in tlie Garden of' 
Olifes, repeated several times the same prayer ;* of 
the angels, who inceaaantly employ the same form 
of adoration, "Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord God 
of Hosts •,"f of the Psalmist, who so often repeats, 
" Praise the Lord, for he is good ; for his merey 
endureUi for ever;"J and of the hlind man of Jeri- 
cho, whose petition was not granted until be had 
repeatedly exclaimed, " Jeaus, tion of David, have 
mercy on ine."§ 

Why do we say the Lord's Prayer but 
while we recite the Angelical Salutation ten times-? 
Is not this praying to die Blessed Virgin 
as oflea as to God, and thi?refore honouring 
more than God ? 

This question arises from the false supposition 
that any honour or invocation of the Blessed Vir- 
gin is BO much withdrawn from the homage due to 
the Almighty. Were this the case, the objection 
could be urged even though we prayed to God a 
thousand times for once that we addressed his vir- 
gin Mother; because then it might be said, you 
honour God only a thousand times more than his 
Mother, whereas you are bound to honour him 
infinitely more than any creature. But when 
Catholics address petitions lo the saints, even to 
the Blessed Virgin, they feel ihey are, by li 
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addreasiiig God Ihrough them aod her ; thtk^ 
liey are thereby hoDouring the Supreme Being ii 
his MBured iriends and faithful servants ; and ii 
most emphatit manner testifying the depth of | 
reneration for him, by not during to '"" 
eyes to him, hut committing their c 
bright spirits who minister before his throne. 
Angelical Salulntion i,^ as much a petition to 
God, though addiesaed through tlie insirumen- 
ta&ty of Mary, as the hord's Prayer is. The- 
i^son we pray to her so often in the Rosary is, 
that thia form of prayer was instituted for the 
especial purpose of honouring God through her; 
and impressing on the minds of the faithful the 
mysteries of the Incarnation — mysteries comma- 
morated in the Augelical Salutation. 

Why is the Angelical Salutation repeated ex- 
actly ten limes at each of the fifteen mysteries ? 

This seems to have arisen from u desire to imi- 
tate the number of psalms — one hundred and fifty. 
Hence the Rosary lias been often called the Psalter 
of Mary. 

1b the recital of the Rosary productiFeof mnt^ 
spiritual benefit ? i 

Undoubtedly ; for, in tiie first place, it must he- . ] 
very profitable for Christian people to reflect atten- 
tively on the principal mysteries of the life, death, 
and resmrection ot our Redeemer, and to derive 
there&om the lessons of divine love, of patience, 
humility, hope, faith, fraternal charity, and many 
other virtues which they inculcate. Secondly — 
the frequent and earnest repetition of the two 
nwt adtturable toaos of prayer cotmat fail to be 
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"^eSi aflvaniage to the soul. Thirdly — tlie 
Sovereign Poniifis have granled uumerous Indul- 
gences to ihose who recite the flosary, protided 
their names be previously registered amongst the 
menibera of the Conljalemiiy. 

What do you mean by a Coniral^niity ? 

A Confrateniiiy is a religious association 
sons, who, under the sanction of the Popes 
Bishops, unite to aid each other, by prayer^ to en- 
courage each other in the practice of virtue, by 
example ; to communicate to each a participation 
in the merits of the good worts of all ; and to per- 
form certain acta of piety or charity. 

The peculiar pious exercises of the Conlratemily 
of the Hosary consist, first — m reciting the Rosary 
at least once in the week : each of the three 
parts may be recited on separate days; nay, it is 
held by some, that the recital of two decades on 
each week day, and three on the Sunday, will suf- 
fice. 8ecou£y — in going to confession aud com- 
munion, on the first Sunday of every month, and 
on the principal festivals of our Lord and of bis 
Wosaed Mo&er. Thirdly — in visiting, oi 
munion days, the chapel of the Rosary, and 
ing at the Mass oflered for ihe members, i 
the procession. 

What advantages are gained by entering tfie 
Confraternity of the Bosary ? 

Several. First — The Popos have granted that 
pious Association numberless Indulgences, of which 
we shall speak at large in the following cliapier. 
' Secondly — The members of the Confraternity 
thiire before God in the meiJl of all the good works 
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J>omiuick, may perfonti. This will Burely be cuu- 
' nmeiise advantage by lliose wbo Uke 
the piety, tlie [woiUiulial exerciBeSi 
mis^onary labours, ihe ardeut zeal, oiid tbo un- 
|uerable love for God, ol' so many eininent ser- 
of Jesiis Christ. Does not Uie heart beat 
high, and the eye glisten with rapture, at the very 
thought of participating in the wifading laurels of 
the martjT, in the effulgent diadem of the Virgin, in 
the dazzlingrewardsoi'ihose who have taught many 
unto salvation ? What o help in the road to heaven 
to gain a portion of the uieriti; of a Dominick, a 
Thomas, a Vincent Fewer, a Peter Martyr, a Lewis 
Beruand, an Antoninus, a Pius, a Catherioe, an 
A^nea, a Rose, or of those glorious men who, even 
at the present moment, are spreading tho faith, and 
encountering, unilinchingly, persecution and deatli 
in China and Tong-King ! 

Thirdly — The luembers of the Confraternity are, 
in an especial manner, under the protection of (Le 
Virgin Mother. 

Fourthly — They derive great benefit from muturf ' 
prayer and example, and from liaving fixed daya i 
(pointed for approaching the sacraments. 
Hence, whenever this Conh'atemity, or others 
■ , are introduced, a wonderful improvemrait ii 
ly observable in the morals and piety of ths 
lie. Youth, more especially, which, from ila 
vivadty and love of pleasure, has a tendency to 
defer in the first hisiance, and eventually to 
neglect altogether, even the essential dutiei of i»-

restraint on its luisteadiness, and a powerful in*

Fifthly — The menibers after death are assisted 
by the suffrages of the surviving Associates. They 
may be forgotteu by their relatives and worl^r^ 
friends, abandoned by them to those sufferings m 
purgatory, which CalhoKc divines, headed by ^ 
Angustin, St. Gregory the Great, and St, Thou 
thmk far more excruciating than any torture I 
this life ; while Lhe Confraternity to which t' 
belong will never cease pouring forth its supplic 
tions on their behalf. 

Such numerous advantages ought assuredly U 
duce al) who value the well-being of their souls, .Q 
enrol themselves without any loss of time i 
admirable association.

No ; he loses indeed the spiritual advantage!^ 
attached lo the performance of those duties, hM^ 
he does not sin. 





Why do ibe members of the Confratenitty una' 
beads and sc&pulars ? 

The beads are employed as marks to assist the 
y in reciting the Rosary ; and from this con- 
with a. fonu of prayer so reverential to the 

ilher of God, they have been ridiculed by seo- 
aud the shallow-minded swaggerei's who 

ifeas what are called infidel principles, while for 
same reason ihey have been preserved and 
irated by Caiholii:s. In the great battle of 

_ ante, when the ovorwhehning jiower of the 
Moslem received a blow, Ixom which it never re- 
covered, the vietorious standard of the heroic 
leader, Don John of Austria, waa surmounted by 
the beads. The great constable of France, Mont- 
morency, used to recite his beads oa he led his 
army to the batlle-field. After tlieir iriuinph at 
Grandson, (he Swiss found in the tent of Charles 
of Burgundy his beads, lo which were attached 
figures of the apostles in massive gold, la fact 
for centuries the beads were in the hands of every 
Catholic, from the monarch to the serf. 

The scapular, consisting of two small pieces of 
stuiT, one of which rests on the breast and tho 
other on the back, joined together by nbbon or 
tape passing over the shoulders, is used as a re- 
ligious habit in miniature, and as a badge of the 
Confraternity, reminding the wearer that he ia 
especially devoted to the Mother of God. Like 
the beads, it has been sneered at by the very per- 
sons who regard a blue or a red ribbon as a mark 
cf most honourable distinction. Y'et if tlie badge 
of the Garlev or of tlie Bath be highly prized. 
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why should the badge of the Rosary be derideel as 

saprpmely ridiculous ? Both are in tkemselvei 
mere pietea of worthless stuff, but both are Byni- 
bols and nieiiiovials of a fellow'ship with the great 
or good. Besides, whatever the scapular may be 
in the eyes of others, experience proves that it is 
often of incalculable service to the wearer ; that 
it has prevented the perpeti'alion of many a crime ; 
and that in several instances the unhappy sinner 
bent on gratifying his evil desires, had to ding 
Aside this badge before he could 6nd heart to 
offend his God : such was the force of its silent 
admonition, 

What is the perpetual Rosary ? 

A pious practice by which the Rosary is recited 
uninterruptedly throughout the year ; one member 
succeeding another in the perfoimance of this de- 
votion on the day and hour chosen by himself, and 
inserted in the book kept for this purpose by the 
director of the Confraternity. 

For what purjiose was the perpetual Rosary in- 
stituted ? 

To honour God and his Virgin Mother every 
day, and hour, and moment of the year ; as they 
are unceasingly honoured by the angels and saints 
in heaven. 

What obligation does a person contract by enter- 
ing into the perpetual Rosary ? 

That of reciting the whole of the Rosary at the 
lionr of the day appointed by himself, and inserl«d 
in the book before mentioned. It is usual to 
select a person's birth day, or the feast day of his 
pBtron saint ; but having once made the selecljtm; 



and commnmcawd it to the director, he cannnt 
change it, without giving due notico, To gain the 
plenary indulgence attached to the perpetual Ro~ 
sary, the sacraments must be worthily approached 
on the day appointed for reciting this form of de- 
votion. 

Are there any other pious practices attached to 
the Rosary ? 

Yea, pariicularly that which is termed the 
Fifteen Saturdays of the Rosary. It consists in 
receiving the holy communion on fifteen Buecessive 
Satardaya, in honour of the fifteen mysteries of the 
Rosary, to ohtain some favour from God, through 
the intercession of the Blessed Virgin. 

To obtain the Indulgences granted to this devo- 
tion, it is necessary, — First, lo comuiunicate in a 
church where the Confraternity of the Rosaiy is 
eslablished. Secondly, to recite the whole of the 
Rosary on each of these Saturdays ; meditating for 
some time on the mystery in honour of which the 
communion is received that day. Thirdly, it is 
advisable to devote that day to exercises of piety — 
to the works of mercy, spiritual or corporal — to 
fast, or practise some other kind of mortiUcation — 
to have Mass celebrated, &c. 

What benefits are derived .(rom this devotion ? 

First, a plenary indulgence granted by the Popes 
to those who perform it. Secondly, experience 
has proved that it is very efficacious in obtiuning 
from God the favours which are asked. Many 
members of the Confraternity, by resorting to this 
excellent devotion, have received grace lo overcome 
troublesome temptation, to acquire soma

afiiiir. It is, therefore, of great advantage to have 

recourse to it in any temporal or spiritual necea- 

;ludiug lliis chapter, it may be proper to 
observe, that, within the Confraternity, many of the 
members form several sub-associations, united for 
various purposes of piety; such as teaching the 
Christian doctrine, watching over the due obser- 
vance of order and propriety of behaviour in the 
church, providing ornaments for the holy Sacri- 
fice, visiting the sick, particularly the members of 
the Confraternity, and rendering an account to each 
other, and to the Reverend Prior, of ihe faithful 
discharge of the duties they have midertaken. 





As die Catholic doctrine re^rding indolgenceH 
is often and grossly misrepresented by those 
who assail it without inquiring into its nature, or 
are predetermined to misuuderatand it, we deem it 
right to stale what il really is, before oniunerating 
the various Indulgences which the Popes and Ge- 
neral Councils have bestowed on the Confrateniity 
of the Rosary. For Catholics this expli 
unnecessary, but it may serve to disabuse 
ing breihres, who fonn their ideas of our Church 
from the frightftil picture which designing men 
have presented as its real portrait. Taught that in 
our belief an Indulgence is a license to commit sin, 
it is scarcely a wonder that those misguided people 
should execrate the religion which upholds, as they 
imagine, so monstrous a doctrine, What must they 
think of those who have deceived them, when they 
leam that Catholics believe witb all the unswerving 
firmness of their faith, that no power in heaven or 
on eailb can give permission to commit 
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it would be a shocking blasphemy U 
even God himself can grant it ? Will not their 
better feelings levolt against the calnniniator3,whose 
vituperations they so long implicitly believed, when 
they discover, that far Irom regarding an Indulgence 
as a pemiissioa to commit sin, we hold that it is not 
even a pardon for past sin, that of itself it cannot 
efiacethe most venial oifence, the slightest blemish ? 
Had they consulted our doctrinal books to ascer- 
tain the nature of our belief, they would have learn- 
ed, that we consider an Indulgence as the remission 
of the whole or of a portion of the temporal punish- 
ment due to sin after its guilt is forgiven. Now 
it is not very seemly in those who mainlMn that no 
temporal punishment is due to sin, and no sadsfuc- 
tion necessary on the part of the sinner, and who 
thereby give the most plenary of all indulgences, to 
accuse the Cathohc Chm'ch of affording lacilities 
for the commission of crime, when, in consideration 
of certain stipulated works of piety, it offers, in vir- 
tue of the authority entrusted to it by its Founder, 
to remit wholly or partially that punishment which 
in the opinion of Protestants has no e:dstenco what- 



To show still more clearly how shamelessly fidse 
it is to assert, that our Church gives encouragement 
to vice, we need only place in juxtaposition the 
conditions which Protestants and those which Ca- 
tholics require before a sinner can have a well- 
grounded confidence that his sins are forgiven. — 
Both acknowledge, that through the merits of Christ 
the greatest criminal may obtain pardon. But for

Is it not manifest from this statement, that the 
Cathoiiu Church, instead of offering pardon too rea- 
dily to ilie criiDiua], and Ilierehy encouraging a re- 
petition of his iniquities, interposes far gteal«r dif- 
ficulties in the way of forgiveness, and demands 
more onerous conditions for the reconciliation of the 
penitent, than Protestants deem necessary, and that 
Indulgences are of avail only when sin is already 
forgiven, and therefore cannot hy any possibility 
contribute to the prevalence of ciime ? 

Indulgences are of two kinds; plenary and par- 
A plenary Indulgence is the remission of all 



ihe lemporal punisbinciit due to gin. Partial is the 
remisaioQ of only some portion of that puaishment : 
for instance, the Indulgence called & quarantine, or 
of forty days, remits bo much of the temporal pu- 
nishment due to ain, as would have been remitted 
by the performance of forty days of the penance 
enjoined by the ancient penitential canons. 

To gain a, plenary Indulgence a person must be 
not onlyinastaleof grace, free from theguilt of mor- 
tal sin, but sincerely detached from every affection to 
venial aiu. Hence those who are not animated with 
an ardent love for God, a zeal for his honour, and 
an anxious desire to promote the welfare, both spi- 
ritual and temporal, of their fellow-creatures; who 
do not abhor all kinds of sin however trivial in ap- 
pearance ; who are not fully determined to atone by 
the deeds of penance to the utmost extent of their 
power for their past transgressions, and to work out 
theirsalvation at every sacri£ce,must not imagine that 
they have gained a plenaiy Indulgence even when 
they have received the sacraments and complied 
with all the other duties prescribed. 

Having now explained the nature ol Indulgences, 

we shall proceed lo enumerate the most important 

of those which belong to the Rosary, 

Plenary Indulgences granted to the Confraternity 

of the Rosary.* 

1. A plenary Indulgence on the day of reception 
fur those who, having confessed with sentiments of 
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chariat, 
Chnrch or Chapel of the Con&aieniily, 
.aad pray foi the exaltation uf our holy mother the 
Church, reciting at least a third pari of the Rosaiy. 

II. A plenary Indulgence on the first Sunday of 
every month. 

Ill- A plenary Indulgence upon all tie Feasts 
on which ihe Church celehrates any of tho myste- 
ries of the holy Rosary ; namely, on Christmas day, 
£aster day, the Ascension, Wfailauuday, and upon 
the principal feaats of the Blessed Virgin, viz., the 
Annunciation, Visitation, Assumption, Nativity, 
Presentation, and Conception. 

IV. A plenary Indulgence to those who rcciu lite 
^hole Rosary. 

V. A plenary Indulgence to those who visit the 
(tar of Ihe Rosary, or assist at the Procession on 

first Sunday of the month, or on the seven prin- 
feasis of the B. Virgin mentioned ahove. 

VI. A plenary Indulgence to those who hear the ■ 
of the Kosary, or say it, or cause it lo be s " 

VII. A plenaiylndulgence on theprindpal Feast ! 
of the Rosary, namely, the first Sunday of October, 
or any day during the Octavo, and on (he third 
Sunday of April.

Advent. 

On Christmas eve and the four succeeding days, 
on New- Year's day, and the Epiphany. 

Every day from Septuagesima until Low Smiday.

VIII. All the Indulgences of the Stations at 
Rome are granted to the members of tlie Roaary by 
visiting five altars, or one only if there he no more, 
and reciting before each altar five Paters and five 
Avti, or twen^-live before that one allar. 

IX. Any member of the Kosary has the privi- 
lege, once in his life, and at the hour of his death, 
to make use of any approved Confessor, who is om- 
towered to confer on him a Plenary Indulgence. 

C, In the hour, agony, and article of death, bav*j 



iug confessed and received the holy Viacicum, th« 
members gain a plenaiy Indulgence. 

As also by saying with mouth or in heart, Jesut, 
Mary ; or by calling ihrice either by mouih or ill 
heart upon the holy name of Jeiw ; or by holding 
a blessed candle or the Confraternity in their hand, 
in honour of the B. Virgin at the time of their de- 
parture from life. 

But to gain this Indulgence, the third part of the 
Rosary must have been once at least recited in the 
Chapel of the Roaaiy, or in some place from which 
a sight of the Rosary Altar can be obtained, if this 
could have been conveniently done. 

The members of the Rosary who by reason of 
sickness, travelling, imprisonment, persecution, ser- 
vice, distance, danger, or any lawful impediment, 
cannot visit the Allu; of the Rnsary or be present at 
the Procession, may nevertheless gainall ihelndul- 
;ea as if they were present — 
, By confessing and communicating, 

S. By saying the Rosaiy. 
_r3. By saying the seven Penitential Psalms before 
some altar or devout pictare. 

All the Indulgences granted to the living may be 
applied to ihe dead, by conununicating, saying the 
Mass of the Rosary, or reciting the Rosary for 

In addition to these plenary, there are numerous 
partial Indulgences granted to the members of the 
Confraternity for various works of piety ; such as a 
relaxation of sixty days' penance so often as they 
shall give alms to poor strangers, or harbour them, 
m reconcile enemies, or console the sick, or accom- 
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pany a funeral, or contribute to the reform of any 
sinner, or teach the ignorant, or perform any otfa^ 
charitable deed.**^ 

* Those Indulgences are to be found in the Bulls of ▼»- 
nous Popes, but particularly in that of Innocent XI, dated 
31st of July, 1679, and commencing with the words, Nuper 
pro parte. In this the Pope inserts a summary of all the 
Indulgences granted by his Predecessors to the members 
of the Confraternity of the Rosary, and by his Apostolical 
authority confirms and extends them. 




CHAPTER IV. 



LBb the impormnt Indulgences just enumerated, 
gained merely by reciting the Ro3ai;y in a state of 
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j; theRosaiyisaformnoloulyof vocal, but also 
Mitai prayer, and the Popes have expressly de- 
' ' " 's necessary to meditate on the mys- 
tenes in oraer to obtain the Indulgences. The 
simple and ignorant alone can gain them by merely 
saying the prayers; but the same holy Pontiff, who 
made this concession in their favour, required that 
they should be instructed in the method of medita- 
tion as speedily aa possible. 

Is not medjlBtion suited rather to monks and 
nuns than to poraons engaged iii worldly oecupa- 

This is a prevalent but most erroneotis opinion. 
Every Chrbtian is bound lo reflect from lime Hi 
lime on the great truths of religion, on tlie amaz- 
ing proofs of God's love towards man, ou the sliori- 
ness of the present life, and the eonspquent frivolity 
of worldly pursuits when entered on without a sin- 
cere purpose of rendering Ihem subservient to the 
alt-important business uf ^vutiuu j on the terribib 
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iting agony of hi 
rapturous liliss of heaven, and on the means of at- 
taining those virtues which shall he rewarded by more 
happiness than imagination has ever yet conceived. 
The frequent consideration of these truths is neces- 
sary to guard the heart trom heing ensnared by the 
bhuidishnienta of vice. And as those who are oc- 
cupied in secular concema encounter a greater num- 
ber of temptations than persons sheltered in a clois- 
ter, it may he said in a certain sense that the laity 
stand even more than monks and nuns in want of 
meditation. 

But will not the generality of persons find it iia^i 
possible to meditate ? J 

By no means, provided they sincerely and reeon 
lutely try. For what is meditation ? The mere 
dwelling in thought on our liiture destiny, and mat- 
ters connected with it, or on the goodness of the 
best oi friends, until the mind pours forth its affec- 
tions in devout aspirations, and forms practical re- 
solutions for its future conduct. What difficulty 
does this present ? Every one can readily think on 
the pursuits or pleasures of this world ; why not on 
those of the next I* It might be supposed ^at even 
were there no obligation to perform this duty, the 
heart would instinctively turn from the treachery 
and malignity of man, and from the harassing cares 
and afflictions of life, to find consolation and repose iti 
a consideration of the unmerited love of its Creator 
and Saviour, and of those dazzling glories which are 
one day to be poured around it. 

What method should he followed in order 
neditato with advantage .'' 






Mediuttion consists of three pans : the (nsfMra- 
ioii, the consideration itself, and the conclusion. 

In the preparation we should in the most lively 
manner recollect that God is present, and that we 
s about to converse with him ; we must adore hiio- g 
h profound respect, and acknowledge that we SM, I 
ra, unworthy to appear in his presence. ' 
. Secondly, we must beg grace to go through the 
geditation in a proper manner ; and the better to 
Attain this favour, we must excite ourselves to con- 
e in God, diffidence in ourselves, and sorrow 
I transgressions. 
^ Thirdly, we must distinctly bring before the 
ind the subject on which we intend to meditate, 
nsolvelfltum from every distracting though t,andim- 
e the prayers of the MoiherofGod,of our guar- 
Q Angel, and of the other inhabilania of heaven. 
In the medilalion itself we must first reject well 
*■ tm the subject, considering it in every point of view, 
and then excite pious aHeetiona, speaking mentally 
or orally to God, to Jesus Christ, to the Blessed 
Virgin or any other Saint, or breathing forth burn- 
ing aspirations of love, of grief, of longing for the 
happy moment when we shall be inseparably united 
with our God, 

Lastly, we must Ibrm certain fixed resolutions for 
the time to come ; and these must not only be 
vague and general, such as to serve God, to avoid 
sin, to love our neighbour; but enter into the details 
of life, as for instance, to correct a certain fault to 
which we find ourselves habituated, lo perfon 
tain act of kindness, to approach the si 
s certain day, &c. 



WSl you illustrate these instructions by an esL- 
amplei* 

Suppose die subject of ineditaliou is the passion 
of Chnst. We may first consider who it is that 
The Creator of heaven and earth. What 
does he snfTer ? The most painful and humiliating 
torments. The lash, ihe crown of thorns, the 
felon-blow, his life crushed out diop by drop. For 
whom does he suffer ? For his very murderers, for 
ungrateful sinners, for us who love him so little, 
who love every trifle in preference to him. How 
does he suffer ? With patience, meekness, charity, 
obedience. From whom does he suffer ? From 
his own creatures, on whom he lavishes the most px- 
traordinary favours. Whydoeshesuffer? To pro- 
cure glory for God and eternal happiness for man. 

We then excite our hearts to sentiments of love 
lor Jesus Christ, of desire to share in his afflictions, 
of detestation of sin, which was the cause of his suf- 
ferings. We may, as we clasp in spirit his cross, 
and feel as it were his hlood flowing down on our 
sinful souls, acknowledge in an agony of grief that 
we have been the vilest of wretches; that we have 
repaid his amazing love with the basest ingratitude ; 
tlut we are unworthy of pardon, and that we could 
expect nought bul perdition were it not for that cross 
which awakens all our confidence, and at the foot of 
which we pledge ourselves to fidelity in his service 
dining the remainder of our lives. 

Lastly, we are lo form resolutions of a more par- 
ticular and determined kind. — 1. To imitate the 
virtues which .lesus Christ exhibited in his passion, 
namely, patience, meekness, humility. — 3, la 



reflect often on what Jesus Cluist suffered for u: 
3. To ha e recourse to him iii every affliction, 
and to I engthen ourselves by his example to bear 
it pat entl\ — \nd lastly, to lake Jesus Christ in hia 
sufFermgs as the model ou which we should endea- 
vour lo form our lives. 

To each mysteiy of ihe Rosary we shall amies 
some reflections, which may assist beginners in me- 
ditating on it. 

How are we to conclude our meditation ? 

First, by returning thanks to God for the good 
thoughts and reflections which he inspired. Se- 
condly, by asking pardon for any distractions that 
may have occurred. Thirdly, by humbly beg- 
ging, that he would enable us to profit of the medi- 
tation, by putting our resolutions into practice. 
Fourthly, by considering whether we have gone 
through our meditation in a proper manner. And 
lastly, by selecting the thought that most affected us, 
that we may recur to it oftentimes In the course of 
ihe day.

About the commencement of the thiiteesih cen-, 
luiy, the north of Italy and south of France were 
infested with a sect of fanatics, at once proSigate 
and ignorant, who, despising all law and authority, 
lived for the most part on tJie plunder of the church 
and committed the most atrocious excesses against 
their inoffensive fellow-citizens. To arrest these 
outrages, and to defend the innocent, lefi, aa they 
were, without any adequate protection, St. Dominick, 
unwearied by his incessant labours, induced multi' 
tudes in the various places which he traversed to 
associate themselves into a kind of military order, 
with the obligation of affording an armed aid to the 
civil authorities, in upholding the laws and putiiahing 
the transgressors. At the same time, the memberG, 
for their own sanctifi cation, were to perform al 
stated periods certain acts of piety and of self-denial. 
Their wives were allowed to join the Order, on en- 
tering into a solemn engagement not to prevent 
their husbands from taking up arms, when called on 
by the proper authority. But, though bound to 
those observances, in other respects they lived like 
the rest of the laity, superintending their family 
concerns, and pursuing their worldly avocations. 

In a few years from its formatjon, it was found 
that this Order, which was called the Militia of 
Jesus Christ, had so completely succeeded in the 
primary object for which it was instituted, that its

rewlved that it ahould be changed into an 
Order of Penitents, subject lo the regnlaliona which 
will be found in the subseqnent page?. As such, it 
has continued to the present day, some of its mein- 
bera liring in coDuntioity, and openly wearing the 
habit; others contimmig with their funiliea, and 
merely meeting the brethren at certain appointed 
times ; but everywhere proving a source of great 
edification to the people, and of assistance and con- 
solation to their Pastors. To this Order has the 
Church of God been indebted for monj ilhotrious 
Sunis: — for St. Catharine of Sienna, Sl Catha- 
rine of Ricci, St. Rose of Lima, the Bleesed 
Albert of Bergamo, the Blessed Martin Porres, 
the Blessed Benvenuta Bojani, the Blessed Emilia 
Bicchieri, the Blessed Margaret of Savoy, the 
Blessed Stefana Quinzani, the Blessed Osanna of 
Mantua, the Blessed Margaret of Gastello, the 
Blessed Lucy of Nami, the Blessed Coloniba of 
Rieti, the Blessed Joanna of Orvieto, the Blessed 
Catharine of Raconigi, and the Blessed Maria 
Bartholomsea Bagnesi, This Order can also boast 
of counting in its ranks several royal personages, 
inniunerahle Priests and Prelates, and many distin* 
guished acholars. The pious and learned Cardinal 
Acton is one of its present members ; and there is 
at least another Cardinal, an ItaJinn, belonging to 
it. In Ireland it is spread throughout the midland 
counties, and exists in several cities of the west, 
east, and south of this kingdom ; and the Pari«h 
Priests invariably hear the highest testimony |. 



^^^ virtues and zeal which the Tercerians display, «^^^ 
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have in several instances declared^ that they consi- 
dered the existence of this body amongst the people 
placed under their spiritaal jurisdiction^ as one of 
the greatest blessings which God could have be- 
stowed on them. May they thus continue difiusing 
arpund the odour of sanctity^ opposing, by their 
example and their remonstrances, the spread of 
iniquity ; rendering religion venerable in the eyes 
even of the wicked, by humility, meekness, and 
universal charity : acting, in a word, as becomes 
the disciples of a Dominick, and the brethren of a 
Catharine, a Rose, and a Martin.

Of the Qualities required in (hose who ar»\ 
he Received.^ 

In the first place, to secure the continual and 
perpetual advancement of this order, which must 
principally depend on the due dispositions of those 
who are received, we will and ordain that no one 
shall be admitted iato the order of tbis Confra- 
ternity, unless by the Master or Director,f and by 
the Prior of the said Confraternity, or with their 
leave, and the consent of the greater pan of the 
professed brothers of the said place, and after a 
diligent inquiry whether he be of a virtuous life 
and good repute, and no way suspected of heresy, but 
rather, as becomes a devoted son of St. Dominick, 
zealous for the Catholic faith and a promoter of it 
as far as in him lies : who, before he receives the

CHAP. II. 

f the Habit of the Brotiiera and 8i»fers.f

Their cloaks are to be black, as also the capuces 
of the brothers ; their tunics white, the sleeves 
extending to the wrists, not open, hut sewed.

The members present 
will continue the hymn to the end ; which being 
finished, the master says, Kyrie EhUon, Christ 
Eteiton, Kyrie Eleison, Paler noittr, ^c.

The brothers and sisters must, according lo 
canon law and established ctistom, devoutly visit 
the churches of which they are parishioners,* and 
tj«at with due reverence their bishops and inferior 
pastors,f and give them their dues without the 
least deduction.

CHAP. XIV. 

The Brothers must not carry Arms. 

The brothers are not to carry arms of invasion or 
assault, unless it be for the defence of the Christian 
faith, or for some other reasonable cause, and with 
leave of their prelates.* 

^CHAP. XV, 

Of Visiti7ig and Helping the Sick, 

The prior is to appoint two of the brothers, 
whose duty it will be, whenever they learn that any 
member is sick, to visit him with great charity as 
soon as possible, and immediately exhort him to 
receive the rites of the church. And if he want 
corporal assistance, let them procure it for him as 
well as they can. And if he be poor, let them 
assist him from their own means, or the conmion 
purse, as far as they are able. The same the 
sisters ai*e to do in regard to the sick sisters.

At present, of course, the 
brothers are not to bear them at all. 




Of the Death of Oie Bruthera and SUters, aO^ 1 
of the Hufftagesfor them. 

When Rliy brolter deparia from this life, thft' 
rest of Ihe brolhers of the town are to be inform- 
ed of bis death, that iJiey may be all present at 
his funeral, from which they are not to depart un- 
til he is buried. The saine is to be observed with 
regard to the deceased siatera. Moreover, within 
eight days after the inteiment of a member, each 
brother and sister is to say, for the repose of the 
departed soul, fifty Psalms, if he or she know how 
"to say the Psalter; if illiterate, a hundred Pater nos- ■ 
ters, Bm:., addhig to each, ' Eternal rest grant,' &c.'z 1 
bnt a Priest, instead of these prayers, is to say «■ ■ 
mass. Besides, each brother and sister is to have 
three masses offered every year for the members, 
living and dead, and to say the Psalter if they

This Sub-prior or Vicar will enjoy such power and 
authority as the Prior may grant him. And this 
form, is to bo observed in the institution of 
tibe Prioress and Sub-pnoress, without any difie 
«ice whatever. 



Oftlie Duties of Prior and Prioress. 



The Prior's duty is, to observe with great 
aetness whatever is written in the Rules, and to 
take care that it be observed by others. If he see 
any irunsgtessing, or even negligent, he must cha- 
ritably reprove and correct them, or shoidd he deem 
it advisable, let him inform the master or director 
of the Confraternity, who will correct the delinquent. 
In like manner the office of the Prioress is to vi- 
sit assiduously the church, and to excite the other 
sisters by word and esample to a strict observance 
of the Rule, and to see by herself, and by means 
of others, to whom she will entrust the duty, that 
nothing appear in the gait, or deportment, or dress, 
of the sisters, which may afford matter for disedifiea- 
tion. Above all, she is to take care that none of the as- 
ters, especially the more youthful, form habits of 
familiarity wiUi any man, no matter what his condi- 
tion, unless he be a near relative of the sister, and 
ateo of good life and unblemished character.

il Of tile Correction of thf BTolhers and Sisters. [ 

If there be a report that oiiy of the members 
has contracted a suspicious familiarity ivith a person 
of a different sex, and being thrice admonished, 
does not appear amended, let him be excluded for 
a time from the chapter, and also irom the com- 
pany of the brothers. And if that do not correct 
him, then, with the advice of the disereels or elders, 
he is to be publicly expelled from the Confraternity ; 
neither is he to be any more admitted unless in the 
opinion of all the brothers he is fully amended. 

Moreover, if any should use opprobrious ex- 
pressions, derogatory to the character of another, 
or should strike another out of anger, or go lo a 
prohibited place, or show any disobedience what- 
ever, or he found to tell a deliberate lie to his su- 
perior, he is to be punished more or less according 
to the condition of the person and the nature of 
the case, by a fast on bread and ivater, or excluaioq 
from the chapter, as also from the society of th« 
other brothers.

Bk il known, that after the person to be recf 
has been carefully examined by the professed Bro- 
thers of the ^d order, end received and accepted 
by the Master of the said Confraternity, according 
to the rule and its e^iplanatioD, ihen, on the day of 
the ordinary chapter, which is to be held once a 
month, or on some other day appointed by the Mas- 
ter, the Master, or some other DtHninican Priest 
delegated by him, in the presence of other Fathers 
of the order, and of any respectable persons who 
are willing to assist, is to stand before the altar, with 
his face towards the people, two lighted candles 
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^^_. being placed on the altar, and tbe habit lying OB^^^ 




the right liand. He wbo is it 
to the Bleps of the aliar, kneela down, and being 
asked bylhe Master, " What do you require ?" is lo 
answer, " God's mercy and yours." The Master 
will then address him, and afterwards blesa ihe ha- 
bit in the accustomed form, and in an audible tone 
of voice. Next he is to sprinkle with holy water 
boOi the habit end him who is to receive it. Which 
being done, the Master, after taking off the secular 
clothes from the hroiher, is to clothe him 
with the habit, and while he is clothed with the 
black mantle, the hymn, Veni Creator Sptritvs, is 
to be sung or said by the Clei^ and brothers pre- 
sent. When the Master has invested the brother 
with the habit, he too is to kneel do«Ti before the 
altar to the end of the first verse, after which all 
but the newly-received brother arise, nnd turning 
towards each other, finish the hymn. Afier the 
hjTun, the Master will say, Kyrie EleUon, Chrisic 
EteUon, Kyrie Eleiton, Pater J*J'osUr, in secret.
